A Historic Old College. 


The first Greek letter society—Phi 


Beta Kappa—waa organized at William 
and Mary in 1776, and among the char- 
ter members were John Marshall, chief 
justice, and Bnshrod Washington, asso- 
ciate justice, of the supreme court; 
Spencer Roano, who was considered the 
ablest jurist ever produced in Virginia; 
John Brown and Stephen T. Mason, 
senators from Virginia; William Short, 
minister to Spain and Holland, and 
Elisba Farmalee, a native of Massa- 
chusetts, who established chapters at 
Yale and Harvard when he returned 
borne. William and Mary was the first 
college to adopt the elective system of 
study and the honor system in the gov- 
ernment of its students. The old build- 
ing has been restored to almost its orig- 
inal condition, although in the days of 
its prosperity was double ita present 
size.—Chicago Kecord.

WEATHER FROGS. 


Small Living: Barometer* Whlcli Are 


Imported From Germany. 


Attached to a glass sided box seen in a 


)ird store wiadow was a placard mark- 
id "Weather Vrogs." Within the box, 
)erched on two long wooden rods, plac- 
id lengthwise of it and nearer tbe top 
ihauthe bottom, like the higher perches 
iu a birdcage, were a number of the 
weather frogs themselves. Some just 
hen were brown, and one was greea. 
They were little tree frogs of a kind 
!onnd throngh Europe, those in the 
window having been imported 
from 


~ ermany. 


When full grown, these tiny tree 


frogs may be little more than an inch 
n length. They take the color of what- 
ever object they may be resting on— 
Drown for wood, green if on a leaf; 
placed in a bine glass jar they will be- 
come blue. They may be heard but not 
seen, so closely iu color do they resem- 
slo whatever they may have perched up- 
on. They are called weather frogs be- 
cause at the approach 
of rainy or 


changeable weather they jump into the 
water, at the approach of clear weather 
:hey come out again. 


In captivity the weather frog ia kept 


;n a glass jar or globe, which is cover- 
ed at the top with a wire screen. Wa- 
ter is put in the bottom of tbe jar, and 
at a convenient height is placed soine- 
;hing for the little frog to jump up on. 
The weather frog in captivity is fed on 
3ies in summer and in winter on meal 
worms. Its food must be alive. Weath- 
er frogs sell here at retail for 20 cents 
apiece. 
Considerable numbers of them 


are brought to this country. — New 
York Sun.

aud occasionally alignting with a dull 
plug. Contrary to all the story book 
talk, I did not think of home and 
mother, for I was kept too busy during 
tho whole flight. There were wounded 
men to be seen to and the boys' fire 
had to be controlled, etc. 


"Three of our boys were hit but not 


hurt 
seriously, 
M. Taylor, neck; 


Henry 
Neibuhr, ankle, and James 


Tague, bruised 
ou the thigh.

Lieutenant and one mao of the 14th 
Infantry who were with us on the line 
were hit. Four Nevada boys gave out 
and bad to quit that day, but they 
were nothing in proportion to those 
who fell out of other organizations. 
That night the 13th Infantry was short 
500 men. 


"On the 20th oar boys led the ad 


vnn.ce under General Wheatou from 
Imass to Desmaries and were compli- 
pjented on the firing line they kept for 
eight miles over rioe fields, under 
dropping fire. The troop is now a!
